withdrawn  from  the  arbitration  without  any 
prejudice  to  our  right  to  raise  it  in  subsequent  ne- 
goilations, 

In  1894  Secretary  Gresham  and  Minister  Paunce- 
fote  unde.Mok  by  amicable  agreement  to  provide 
for  a  Ml  tie  merit  of  these  claims  in  the  speedier 
and  easiest  way,  After  a  careful  examination  of 
the  claims,  in  the  light  of  all  ihe  circumstances  and 
of  the  Paris  ded-ion,  they  agreed  upon  ihe  pay- 
ment by  the  United  States  gnveinmeni,  subject  to 
the  approval  ol  congress,  of  f425, ooo  to  the  Brit- 
ish government,  which,  subject  to  the  approval  of 
parliament,  should  accept  it  and  itself  satisfy  ihe 
demands  of  the  Canadian  sealers. 

There  has  never  been  any  reason  to  regard  this 
as  any  hing  but  a  wise  and  prudent,  as  well  as  a 
friendly,  way  of  disposing  of  the  claims.  It  would 
have  avoided  the  delay,  tlte  trouble,  expense,  and 
uncertainty,  and  the  attendant  ill  feeling,  of  further 
negotiations  and  of  litigation  before  a  commission 
But  congiess  would  not  vote  the  money,  and  in- 
dulged instead  in  much  unbecoming  and  ill-natured 
discussion.  Theie  was  nothing  left  for  a  patient 
administration  but  to  take  up  negotiations  anew  for 
a  commission  to  award  damages.  The  result  was 
Ihe  l  1  eat y  winch  the  senaie  has  just  ralified. 

The  British  government  is  to  appoint  one  com- 
missioner and  the  United  Slates  government  one, 
and,  unless  they  can  agree,  a  third  is  to  be  named 
by  the  republic  of  Switzerland,  and  sessions  will 
beheld  at  Vancouver,  British  Columbia,  and  at 
ban  Francisco,  Cab,  to  receive  statements  and 
listen  to  evidence  and  argument  and  to  award 
damages.  It  will  take  much  lime,  involve  much 
expense,  and  vindicate  nothing  but  the  obstinate 
folly  of  congress. -A'.  J'.  Timet,  April  17.

SIGHTS  IN  VENEZUELA. 

Caracas,    Venezuela,  Jan   si,  iSqb, 

Customs  and  people  differ  so  radically 
that  it  is  difficult  to  make  any  comparison 
between  Venezuela  and  the  United  Suites. 
What  is  perfectly  proper  in  New  Voik  or 
Brooklyn  would  be  an  unpardonable  offence 
in  Caracas  or  Laguayra, 

There  would  be  no  end  to  the  sensation 
here  if  a  young  woman  clad  in  bloomers 
rode  a  bicycle  through  the  public  streets 
unattended.  To  begin  with,  die  bicycle 
itself  is  almost  unknown  in  the  hilly  streets 
of  die  capital.  1  have  seen  a  few  men 
astride  American  safety  wheels,  but  I  could 
not  imagine  a  woman  being  indifferent 
enough  to  public  opinion  to  attempt  any- 
thing of  the  kind.  While  horseback  riding 
is  the  most  popular  recreation  here  for 
men,  I  have  yet  to  see  a  lady  ride  in 
Caracas. 

In  fact,  there  are  very  few  tilings  that  a 
woman  may  do  here,  except  sit  behind  the 
bars  of  her  window  ami  languidly  walch 
for  something  to  pass.  She  must  not  ven- 
ture out  alone  by  day,  and  she  must  only 
receive  company  in  the  evening  in  die 
presence  of  her  duenna.  Her  main  outdoor 
exercise  consists  of  a  formal  stroll  in  the 
plaza  on  music  nights,  always  under  the 
watchful  eve  of  a  chaperon.  The  result  is 
that  almost  every  woman  in  Caracas  has  a 
bad  complexion. 

Most  of  the  young  ladies  are  fond  of 
brilliant  colors  and  wear  combinations  that 
would  make  a  New  York  girl  shudder. 
Naturally  dark,  very  many  of  them  use 
unlimited  quantities  of  face  powder,  touch 
up  their  cheeks  with  rouge  and  pencil  their 
eyebrows.  Hair  pomade  is  excessively  pop- 
ular with  them. 

I  am  assured  that  face  powder  is  imported 
in  far  greater  bulk  tban  baking  powder, 
neither  article  being  manufactured  in  Vene- 
zuela. North  Americans  generally  agree 
that  the  women  here  would  be  infinitely 
more  attractive  to  the  eye  if  they  left  off 
their  makeup,  but  as  powder  and  paint  are 
the  custom  of  the  country  it  would  proba- 
bly be  impossible  to  make  the  girls  believe 
this,  and  they  go  right  ahead  marring  their 
faces. 

The  girl  typewriter— who  is  an  institu- 
tion by  herself  in  the  United  States— is 
absolutely  unknown  here.  The  number  of 
typewriting  machines  in  the  republic  is  very 
small  indeed,  and  practically  all  correspon- 
dence, official  and  commercial,  is  carried 
on  by  hand.  No  merchant  and  no  lawyer 
could  afford  to  have  a  girl  to  run  a  type- 
writer in  his  private  office. 

The  whole  city  would  be  scandalized, 
and  every  tongue  would  wag  if  he  attempted 
it.  There  are  no  girls  employed  in  the 
public  departments,  and  very  few  who  earn 
their  own  livelihood,  except  in  domestic 
service  and  other  menial  occupations. 
Woman's  sphere  here  is  practically  limited 
to  her  home. 

She  seems,  however,  to  have  a  little  more 
liberty  for  exercise  in  Macuto,  where  I 
spent  last  Sunday,  than  in  the  capital. 
Macuto  is  the  most  fashionable  seaside 
resort  in  the  republic,  and  is  just  east  of  the 
port  of  Laguayra,  with  which  it  is  connected 
by  a  little  railroad.  Caracas  is  high  in  the 
mountains  and  cool.  Macuto  and  La- 
guayra are  eternally  hot,  and  the  least  ex- 
ercise in  the  day  time  results  in  the  most 
profuse  perspiration. 

The  evenings  are,  however,  comfortable. 
The  crowd  of  pretty  girls  collected  at  the 
Macuto  station  when  my  train  arrived  was 
suggestive  ofaCatskill  mountain  resort  in 
August.  All  wore  dainty  light  costumes, 
and  most  of  them  were  hat! ess.  For  an 
hour  and  a  half  after  the  late  dinner  the 
walk  by  the  blue  Caribbean  was  covered 
with  merry-makers. 

Gentle  hills  rise  from  the  shore  at  Ma- 
cuto,-in  place  of  the  frowning  mountains  of 
Laguayra,  and  breezes  that  are  unknown 
at  the  main  seaport  waft  pleasantly  over  the 
neighboring  resort.  The  plaza  of  the  town, 
with  a  tumbledown  fence  and  overgrown 
with  the  luxuriance  of  tropical  plants,  is 
really  picturesque  and  pretty. 

There  is  very  little  surf,  and  none  of  the 
fine  white  sand  common  in  the  north  but 
unknown  here.  The  waves  break  upon  the 
base  of  the  rocky  hill  with  mild  monotony. 
There  is  no  open  sea  bathing,  but  there 
is  quite  a  nice  bath  house,  with  separate 
sides  for  men  and  women.  This  bathing 
establishment  presents  a  round  front  toward 
the  shore  and  looks  like  a  papier  mache 
lower.     The    lop   serves   as    the    perpetual 


resting   place    for    innumerable    pelicans — 
large  brown  birds  with  gigantic  bills. 

The  pelicans  seem  to  doze  all  the  time 
except  when  they  get  hungry,  when  they 
lazily  flap  their  wings  and  slip  off  their 
perch  into  the  air.  They  skim  the  water 
until  they  catch  sight  of  a  fish,  when  they 
dart  down,  head  first,  with  phenomenal 
rapidity.  They  very  rarely  miss  their  prev. 
The  back  of  the  bath  house  is  of  cement 
and  rises  four  or  five  feet  above  the  surface 
of  the  water,  Little  crabs  crawled  nerv- 
ously about,  and  half  a  dozen  pelicans  on 
the  edge  eyed  me  curiously  while  I  was 
disporting  myself  in  the  water. 

The  main  hotel  of  Macuto— the  Casino 
— is  a  long,  one  story  building  on  the 
eastern  extremity  of  the  town.  It  is  very 
inviting  looking  from  the  exterior.  The 
dining  tables  are  all  on  the  front  piazza, 
behind  rows  of  growing  plants.  To  the 
right  one  sees  high  palm  trees,  almost  all 
with  their  heads  bending  toward   the  sea. 

After  the  heat  of  the  day  has  passed  the 
piazza  of  the  Casino  is  very  comfortable.  1 
had  no  fault  to  find  until  the  tune  came 
for  me  to  retire.  The  beds  of  the  Casino 
are  not  supplied  with  mattresses,  the  ex- 
planation made  being  that  it  would  be  too 
difficult  to  keep  them  clean.  I  found  a 
canvas  cot  supplied  with  one  sheet  to  lie 
on,  and  a  flimsy  piece  of  bright  colored 
muslin  for  a  cover. 

The  clerk  of  the  hotel  thought  that  I  was 
too  particular  when  I  asked  for  a  second 
sheet.  The  straw  pillow  was  as  hind  as  a 
rock  and  the  constant  buzzing  of  insects 
attracted  by  my  candle  was  not  conducive 
to  sleep. 

Many  of  the  barracks  of  Caracas  are  in  a 
more  or  less  dilapidated  condition,  but  I 
have  never  known  soldiers  to  be  perman- 
ently housed  quite  so  wretchedly  as  some 
1  saw  in  Laguayra.  There  are  two  forts 
perched  high  in  the  mountains  overlooking 
the  port,  and  in  one  of  the  winding  streets 
of  the  town  is  a  building  that  is  supposed 
to  shelter  several  companies  of  soldiers. 

It  was  originally  intended  to  have  two 
stories,  but  whether  it  was  never  completed 
or  the  flooring  and  roof  have  fallen  in,  I  dc 
not  know.  The  walls  and  partitions  stand, 
but  there  is  nothing  between  the  ground 
and  the  blue  sky,  and  not  a  stick  of  furni- 
ture for  the  comfort  of  the  occupants. 
The  midday  sun  was  pouring  shafts  of  (ire 
upon  Laguayia  and  the  streets  were  well 
nigh  deserted  when  I  approached  the  bar- 
tacks. 

The  sentries  outside,  wearing  little  caps, 
coarse  cotton  jackets  and  trousers,  but  no 
shoes,  looked  very  uncomfortable,  with 
their  heavy  guns  in  their  arms.  1  went 
inside  and  found  that  wherever  the  walls 
afforded  shade  soldiers  were  stretched  on 
the  ground  napping.  All  the  men  were 
short,  hardy  and  of  unmistakably  Indian 
origin. 

They  can  live  on  little  or  nothing  ;  they 
are  able  to  withstand  any  climate,  and  they 
are  born  fighters.  I  believe  that  nothing 
would  please  the  rank  and  file  of  the  Ven- 
ezuelan army  quite  as  much  as  a  war  with 
England. 

The  patriotic  feeling  of  the  people  is 
demonstrated  on  every  hand  and  one  hears 
many  amusing  instances  of  the  prevailing 
sentiment.  The  other  day  a  friend  of  mine, 
r  thorough  American,  rather  inclined  to 
jingoism,  slopped  a  newsboy  in  the  street 
who  had  been  shouting  : — "Extra  !  Amer- 
icans have  defeated  the  English  ! '' 

My  friend  glanced  at  the  paper,  found 
that  it  contained  nothing  to  even  suggest 
the  boy's  announcement,  and  so  said  : — 
"You  must  not  cry  out  false  news." 
"Well,  the  Americans  will  lick  them," 
replied  the  urchin.  "You  are  nothing  but 
an  Englishman  and  you  haven't  enough 
sense  of  shame  lo  conceal  it." 

An  English  commercial  traveller  was  re- 
cently driven  out  of  Maracaibo  by  the 
taunts  of  the  populace.  The  small  boys 
of  the  town  had  combined  to  make  his  life 
miserable  and  whenever  he  appeared  in 
public  he  was  greeted  with  jeers  and  taunts, 
lie  could  not  leave  bis  hotel  without 
hearing  yells  of  defiance,  the  streets  were 
lined  with  tormentors  and  the  plaza  con- 
tained a  howling  mob  whenever  he  attempt- 
ed to  pass.  He  stood  it  as  long  as  he  could 
and  then  he  packed  his  trunk  and  escaped 
to  the  interior. 

An  immense  bull  ring  in  course  of  con- 
struction here  will  be  formally  opened  in 
February.  Until  then  sport  loving  Cara- 
canans  must  content  themselves  with  bull 
baiting     in    the     streets    of    neighboring

hamlets,    cock    fights 
diversions, 

The  cock  pit  is  exceedingly  popular, 
particularlv  011  Sundays,  when  it  always 
auiacts  a  large  crowd,  including  many  men 
of  more  or  less  distinction  in  the  commu- 
nity. 1  visited  the  place  yesterday  and  I 
was  astonished  by  the  excitement  and  en- 
thusiasm of  die  spectators,  The  umpire 
oi  a  professional  baseball  g,\mt  in  the 
United  States  finds  life  a  bed  of  roses  by 
comparison  with  tlie  judge  uf  the  cockpit 


When  1  entered  the  place  two  cocks 
were  being  prepared  for  o  mbat.  They 
were  brought  into  the  place  by  their  owners, 
and  ihey  were  first  hung  on  scales  in  the 
centre  ol  the  ring  to  show  that  they  were 
evenly  matched  in  weight.  They  were 
next  mined  over  to  trainers  tor  final  pre- 
paration. 

As  they  fight  without  gaffs  here  the  first 
thing  to  be  done  was  to  sharpen  their 
natural  spurs,  A  little  whittling  with  a 
penknife  brought  the  spurs  to  needlelike 
points  and  then  the  trainers  filled  their 
mouths  with  water  and  blew  clouds  of 
spray  on  the  heads  and  under  the  wings  of 
the  fuwls,  Both  birds  had  been  quite 
thoroughly  plucked,  so  that  their  necks  and 
die  desh  under  their  wings  and  around  their 
legs  were  red  and  bare,  They  were  placed 
(.i!  the  ground  and  their  temper  was  roused 
bj  having  a  captive  rooster  dragged  in  the 
font  of  them  and  poked  at  them  two  or 
three  times. 

They  crowed  lustily,  the  trainers  retired 
to  their  respective  sides,  crouched  down 
10  better  witness  die  blows,    and   the  fray 


The  enthusiasm  of  one  of  the  trainers 
was  wonderful  to  behold.  He  was  in  Ins 
shirt  sleeves,  and  perspiration  oozed  from 
-very  pore  and  soaked  through  his  waistcoat. 
He  encouraged  the  birds  by  his  cries,  yelled 
at  every  blow  that  was  struck,  danced  up 
and  down,  described  the  progress  oi  the 
fight,  and  communicated  has  excitement  to 
many  of  the  onlookers. 

One  of  the  cocks  was  red,   with  dark  tail 
feathers,   shading  on  blue   or   purple  ;    the 
other   was   a    molded    white.     It   did    not 
take  long  to  demonstrate  that  the  red  bird 
was  the  better.     The  tight  was   mainly  with 
the  bills,  the  cocks  picking  at  each  other's 
eyes    and    heads,     and     only     occasionally 
trying  to  use  the  spurs.     The  fight  degener- 
ated into  a  running  match,   the  white  cock 
fleeing  before  its  angry  antagonist,   which 
followed,  and  occasionally  caught   up  and 
gave  a  few  fierce  blows  with   its  sharp  bill. 
From  all  sides  of  the  ring  came  shouts:— 
-Two    to   one!"     "Three    to    one  !"    and 
finally    "Five  to  one!"  as  the  chances   in- 
creased in  the  red  bird's  favor.     The  white 
bird  was  crazed  and  blinded.     He  ran  from 
one  side  of  die  ring  to  the  other,  dashing 
his    head  against   the  wood,    falling   for   a 
moment,  only  to  jump  up  again  and  again, 
to  receive  new   pecks,    until  he   was  finally 
too  exhausted  to  move,  and  lay  motionless. 
He  w.is  then  picked  up  by  the  feet  and  car- 
ried  away  while   the   bets  were  being  paid. 
The  next  combat  was  much  longer,  and 
more  bitterly  contested.     At  the  conclusion 
of  an  hour  both   birds  were  verv  tired,  and 
one   of  them    was  overturned   by  a  chance 
blow,     The  other  then   stood  on   the  wine 
of  his  rival   and   viciously    plucked    at  his 
eyes  until  the  judge  called  time. 

A  horrible  hubbub  ensued.  Men  pulled 
out  their  watches,  jumped  into  the  ring  and 
swore  that  the  judge's  time  was  rive  minutes 
but  of  the  way,  There  were  wild  howls, 
angry  gesticulation  and  denunciation— a 
not  which,  in  the  United  States,  would 
probably  have  resulted  in  blows,  but  that 
ended  as  suddenly  as  it  had  begun. 

Caracas  contains  more  bells  and  barbers 
in  proportion  to  its  size  than  any  other 
place  I  have  ever  seen.  Every  church  is 
supplied  with  bells,  and  the  quarter  hours 
are  rung,  so  that  they  are  beard  ail  over  the 
city.  The  chimes  of  the  cathedral  are  re- 
markably sweet. 

Among  the  less  agreeable  street  noises 
are  the  toolings  of  tin  horns  by  the  horsecar 
conductors  to  notify  the  public  that  they 
are  on  their  last  trip. 

The  barbers  here  are  as  bad  as  thev  are 
numerous.  They  have  not  the  comfortable 
big  reclining  chair  common  in  the  United 


wishes  to  have  his  hair  dressed,  some  per- 
fumery and  oil  or  grease,  another  bolivar  is 
demanded. 

1  have  recently  visited  two  cemeteries 
here— one  that  is  old  and  unused,  on  the 
hill  just  north  of  the  city,  the  other  new 
and  containing  many  beautiful  monuments, 
in  a  valley  over  the  first  range  of  hills  south 
of  Caracas.  Both  were  interesting,  though 
in  a  very  different  manner. 

The  road  to  the  cemetery  of  the  Hijos  de 
Dios  (Sons  of  God)  is  very  steep  and  very 
bad.  Comparatively  few  vehicles  use  it  now, 
as  ah  --he  -'  i  n;-;  ..(  the  ci-;y  \z  in  the  op 
posite  direction,  and  funerals  have  not  been 
allowed  in  the  old  place  for  a  dozen  years. 
A  little  boy  brought  me  an  immense  key 
to  open  the  rusty  iron  gate  leading  to  the 
eternal  abode  of  the  Sons  of  God.  The 
cemetery  is,  on  a  rough  estimate,  four 
hundred  feet  long  by  one  hundred  feet 
wide.  It  is  divided  into  three  portions  by 
heavy  masonry  walls,  catacombed  with  five 
rows  of  holes  for  coffins.  The  catacombs 
extend  on  every  side.  .Most  of  them  are 
filled,  and  have  the  ends  cemented  and  the 
name  of  the  person  on  the  outside. 

There  are  a  lew  small  crosses  and  tomb- 
stones in  the  centre  between  the  walls,  but 
the  greater  portion  of  the  ground  is  covered 
with  rank  vegetation  and  deep  grass.  The 
small  boy  who  was  escorting  me  told  me 
that  he  had  found  a  big  snake  there  the  last 
time  he  had  played  in  the  graveyard. 

The  Cimenterio  del  Sur  is  radically  dif- 
ferent from  the  cemetery  of  the  Sons  of  God. 
The  road  to  it  is  excellent  after  passing  the 
first  hill,  and  the  monuments  it  contains 
include  many  specimens  of  the  finest  Italian 
art.  A  fine  group  of  statues  near  the  en- 
trance mark  the  graves  of  members  of  the 
family  of  former  President  Guzman  Blanco, 
and  a  truly  beautiful  female  figure  of  life 
size  in  white  marble,  leaning  against  a 
mammoth  cross  of  rough  dark  stone,  shows 
the  resting  place  of  a  relative  of  former 
President  Andueza  Palaccio. 

The  most  interesting,  the  most  costly 
and  by  far  the  largest  monument  in  the 
cemetery  is  the  mausoleum  erected  by 
President  Joaquim  Crespo  and  not  yet 
wholly  completed.  It  stands  on  a  kn'oH 
some  distance  from  the  gate  of  the  cemetery 
and  is  easily  seen  from  any  portion  of  the 
valley.  It  is  a  tall,  square  structure  with  a 
graceful  dome,  surmounted  by  a  large 
bronze  statue. 

Bronze  lions  guard  the  corners  of  the 
dome  and  on  one  side  is  the  dial  of  a  clock 
with  the  hands  pointing  to  twelve.  The 
interior  is  arranged  as  a  chapel,  with  a 
beautiful  altar,  not  yet  finished,  on  one  side, 
an  enormous  chandelier  hanging  from  the 
dome,  frescoes  painted  by  modern  masters, 
bronze  doors  and  stained  glass  windows. 
In  one  corner  is  a  marble  statue  of  a  sleep- 
ing baby  ;  in  another  a  statue  showing  a 
life  size  group  of  ihree  children  representing 
the  President's  dead  children. 

Although  General  Crespo  has  specially 
prohibited  everybody  hitherto  from  visiting 
the  vault  under  the  chapel,  I  was  allowed 
to  enter.  On  two  sides  are  arranged  shelves 
behind  heavy  plate  glass  doors,  intended  for 
the  bodies  of  members  of  the  family.  The 
children's  coffins  are  already  sealed  behind 
the  glass,  and  may  be  easily  seen,  with 
wreaths  upon  them  and  drapery  of  gold  and 
white  partly  concealing  them.  A  large 
coffin  on  the  other  side  contains  ihe  remains 
ol  Mrs.  Crespo's  father,  I  believe. 

In  the  centre  of  the  vault,  on  immense 
blocks  of  marble,  stand  two  great  boxes  of 
ciysial  and  bronze,  the  sides  and  top  of  the 
heaviest  plate  glass,  the  edges  and  support 
oi  ornamental  bronze  of  beautiful  designs. 
These  are  intended  to  ultimately  hold  the 
caskets  with  the  bodies  of  General  and  Mrs. 
Crespo. 

I  am  told  that  each  one  cost  a  gteat  many 
thousand  dollars,  and  that  they  are  fac-sim- 
ilies  of  the  one  made  for  the  body  of  Prince 
Amodeus.  They  were  specially  made  in 
Italy  for  General  Crespo,  who  superintended 
the  erection  of  the  mausoleum  himself,  and 
who  practically  designed  it.  The  General 
has  given  an  order  for  several  more  statues 
for  the  exterior.

THE  GROWTH  OF  AMBER. 
The  animals  ol  the  amber  period,  and  of 
the  Oligocene  generally,  were  not  very  dif- 
ferent from  the  tropical  animals  of  our  own 
dispensation.  Many  familiar  genera  had 
already  developed,  even  among  mammals  ; 
such  are  the  moles,  the  musk-rats,  the 
shrews,  the  tapirs,  the  rhinoceroses,  the 
civets,  and  perhaps  the  dogs.  The  horses 
had  only  begun  to  exist  in  small  ancestral 
types,  with  "points"  which  nobody  in  New- 
market would  recognise  as  equine  ;  deer 
and  cattle  were  unknown  ;  and  if  any  pro- 
genitor ot  the  human  race  yet  existed,  it 
was  merely  in  the  form  of  some  anthropoid 
ape,  just  capable  of  wielding  a  dubious  club 
and  of  fashioning  flint  into  the  rudest  and 
coarsest  of  hand  implements.  As  a  whole, 
the  Oligocene  was  an  age  of  pachyderms, 
predecessors  of  the  mammoth,  the  masto- 
don, and  the  elephant.  It  was  destitute  of 
tire  horned  ruminants,  and  of  the  larger 
carnivores,  which  now  form  the  dominant 
groups  in  most  grassy  and  forest-clad  reg- 
ions. Such,  in  general  aspect,  was  the 
world  where  amber  originated.  The 
precious  gum  itself  flowed  as  resin  from  the 
pines  which  towered  among  the  woodlands 
of  the  lignite  beds,  and  especially  from  one 
tree  which  is  scientifically  known  as  the 
amber-fir.  Oozing  from  the  trees  as  they 
grew,  or  from  injured  boughs  and  fallen 
trunks,  it  got  imbedded  in  the  ground  at 
their  feet,  in  a  layer  of  greenish  sand,  some 
six  feet  thick,  which  formed  the  original 
base  of  the  lignite  forest.  Hence,  at  the 
present  day,  it  is  found  in  lumps  in  this  bed 
of  sand,  at  or  below  sea  level,  while  above 
it  lie  the  layers  of  lignite  and  lignite-bearing 
sandstone,  with  yew  wood  and  cinnamon 
leaves,  which  represent  the  remains  of  the 
ancient  woodland.  As  the  turpentine 
oosed  out,  it  frequently  happened  that  flies, 
centipedes,  and  other  creeping  creatures  got 
clogged  and  stogged  in  it,  as  is  often  the 
case  to  this  day  in  our  own  pine-woods. 
The  remains  of  these  insects  form  the  "flies 
in  amber"  about  which  so  much  has  been 
said  and  written.  I  am  sure  the  long-suffer- 
ing reader  will  admire  the  self-control  with 
which  I  refrain  from  inflicting  upon  him 
the  most  wearisome  of  stock  quotations. 
As  a  rule,  the  insects  have  struggled  hard 
for  life,  after  gelling  stuck  in  the  resin,  as 
one  can  see  by  their  torn  wings  ami  the  con- 
tortions of  their  members  ;  so  that  we  get, 
as  it  were,  the  whole  history  of  a  prehistoric 
Pompeii  on  a  small  scale  reproduced  before 
our  eyes  after  the  lapse  of  a  thousand  ages. 
But  sometimes  the  resin  poured  out  so  fast 
that  the  animal  was  enshrined  in  it  almost 
before  he  knew  it  ;  and  then  we  gel  the 
most  delicate  wings  embalmed  intact,  with 
all  their  veins  and  branches,  in  the  trans- 
parent material.  Insects  undergo  modifi- 
cation much  more  slowly  than  the  higher 
animals,  so  that  most  of  the  "flies  in  am- 
her,"  as  well  as  the  scorpions  and  spiders, 
belong  to  types  still  represented  among  us, 
Some  of  diem,  however,  differ  from  existing 
kinds,  while  a  few  are  interesting  from  the 
point  of  view  of  evolution,  because  they  dis- 
play intermediate  or  parental  forms,  half 
way  between  two  or  more  existing  species. 
For  instance,  in  Northern  Europe  now  we 
have  two  related  ants,  one  of  which  is  small 
and  yellowish  brown,  while  the  other  is  de- 
cidedly larger  and  blacker.  In  the  amber 
we  gel  neither  of  these  two  types,  but  a 
common  ancestor,  just  half  way  between 
them,  bigger  and  blacker  than  the  one, 
smaller  and  yellower  than  the  other. 

At  the  present  day  the  supply  of  amber 
is  chiefly  obtained  from  the  dreary  and 
desolate  region  of  Samland,  on  the  eastern 
Baltic,  a  strange  weird  land  of  blowing 
sand,  shifting  sand-dunes,  and  poverty- 
stricken  amber-hunters.  It  is  a  cold  north- 
ern Sahara.  The  district  produces  absolute- 
ly nothing  but  amber ;  vegetation  it  has 
none,  and  from  Konigsberg,  its  capital,  to 
the  end  of  the  promontory  scarcely  anything 
subsists  that  a  man  could  live  upon.  Its 
trade  is  all  retrospective  and  geological.  It 
lives  upon  the  memory  of  its  Oligocene  fer- 
tility. Most  of  the  amber  is  obtained  after 
stormy  weather  by  men  who  wade  in  the 
water  with  long  hooks  in  their  nanus,  and 
secure  the  lumps,  torn  up  from  the  sub- 
marine beds,  among  the  floating  seaweed. 
But  a  considerable  portion  is  also  got  by 
diving.  For  the  beds  are  almost  all  below 
sea-level,  and  it  is  only  after  heavy  storms 
that  the  precious  resin  is  dislodged  in  any 
quantities.  No  wonder  it  seemed  to  earlier 
ages  a  gift  from  the  gods,  very  mystic,  and 
magical.  Konigsberg  and  Memel  are  the 
centres  of  the  export   traffic.     The  biggest 


lumps  go  direct  to  Constantinople,  Mecca, 
and  North  Africa,  partly  to  he  used  up  in 
Mohammedan  ceremonies  and  partly  to  he 
carved  into  cigarette-holders,  pipe-stem-;, 
and  personal  ornaments.  The  smaller  pieces 
are  sent  to  Italy,  where  they  are  manufac- 
tured into  beads  and  other  gewgaws  for  the 
annoyance  of  tourists.  The  lumps  wiry  in 
size ;  there  is  one  in  the  Berlin  Museum 
which  weighs  fifteen  pounds,  At  first  sight 
the  ingenious  observer  is  apt  to  think  no 
pine  trees  of  our  days  produces  such  masses 
of  resin.  But  then  he  should  remember  he 
is  comparing  a  lew  hundred  years  of  l(llr 
cleared  and  stunted  Europe  with  heaven 
knows  how  many  ages  of  unbroken  forest, 
and  heaven  knows  what  big  groves  oi  si- 
gantic  pine  trees,  It  yields  an  oil  which  is 
the  basis  ot  eau  de  luce,  a  famous  old  per- 
fume ;  and  by  mixing  eau  de  luce  with  nit- 
ric acid  artificial  nnisl-  is  cunningly  nvmu 
factured.  Amber  varnish,  again,  is  a  cele- 
brated preservative  ;  and  it  is  said  ihat 
Stradivari's  and  other  Cremona  violins  owe 
to  its  use  their  fine  tone  and  their  long 
power  of  endurance,  1  need  hardly  add. 
that  the  science  of  electricity  owes  its  verv 
origin  to  the  working  of  amber,  in  [he 
course  of  shaping  and  polishing  which  a 
large  amount  of  electric  energy  is  gener- 
ated. But  is  it  not  curious  to  think  that 
the  power  which  is  now  just  on  the  point  o( 
revolutionising  the  world  should  thus  have 
become  known  to  us  first  of  all  through  the 
act  of  preparing  barbaric  gewgaws ?  In 
everything  civilisation  is  based  upon  sav- 
agery. Our  commerce  is  barter  for  two 
shining  metals  ;  our  chemistry  is  an  out- 
come of  alchemy  and  magic. 


PLANTS  7 //AT  GIVE  LIGHT. 
One  of  die  early  naturalists,  Mme.  Mer- 
ian,  I  think,  describes  an  extraordinary  spec- 
tacle which  she  observed  in  Asia,'  Her 
party  was  moving  through  a  forest  at  night, 
when,  without  warning,  a  large  light  ap- 
peared. At  first  dim,  it  increased  in  size, 
growing  larger  and  larger  until  finally  a  tree 
was  outlined  in  a  soft  pulsating  light'.  The 
natives  were  demoralized,  and  refused  to 
approach  it,  saying  it  was  the  sacred  tree  of 
fire,  But  the  naturalist  had  little  faith  in 
trees  of  fire  and  investigated  it,  finding  that 
the  light  was  due  to  certain  insects,  which, 
by  the  way,  have  never  been  observed  since! 
That  a  tree  or  plant  could  give  light  was 
deemed  a  figure  of  the  imagination,  yet  to- 
day it  is  known  that  light-giving  plants  are 
not  uncommon,  and  among  the  most  strik- 
ing and  remarkable  of  natural  phenomena. 
Oncein  returning  from  a  day's  hunt  through 
a  deep  forest  in  the  heart  of  the  Adirondack 
region  I  stumbled  against  a  dead  limb  of  a 
tree,  when,  to  my  amazement,  1  was  at 
once  surrounded  by  a  silvery  light  that  flew 
in  all  directions,  like  darts  and  arrows  of 
fire,  each  piece  burning  where  it  lay.  This 
was  an  unusually  brilliant  display  of  the 
best  known  of  luminous  plants,  the  "fox 
fire,"  or  "witches' glow"  of  childhood  days. 
To  the  laymin  it  is  often  mysterious,  as 
investigation  shows  nothing  but  the  decay- 
ed wood,  and  sometimes  a  soft  pulpy  mass. 
The  botanist  will  soon  point  out  die  light 
giver  in  the  mycelium  of  some  fungus  that 
has  permeated  the  old  branch  and  fairly 
taken  possession  of  it,  converting  it  into  a 
glorious  spectacle  when  disturbed.  The 
vividness  of  the  light  may  be  estimated, 
when  it  is  known  that  print  can  often  be 
read  by  it,  and  the  light  of  some  has  been 
known  to  penetrate  through  several  thick- 
ness of  paper.  Singular  to"  say,  the  small- 
est plant  is  often  the  means  of  producing 
the  greatest  luminous  effects.  This  is  the 
diatom,  which  the  naturalist  of  the  OW- 
Unger found  floating  in  the  ocean  in  vast 
numbers,  and  as  the  nucleus  of  the  diatom 
is  often  brilliantly  phosphorescent  some  of 
the  most  remarkable  displays  of  light  ob- 
served by  the  naturalists  were  occasioned  by 
these  little  plants.  But  what  shall  we  say 
to  a  sight  observed  by  a  Norwegian  bark  in 
the  Bay  of  Funchal  ?  The  waters  here  are 
fairly  alive  with  these  little  luminous  plants 
the  year  round,  and  on  the  occasion  re- 
ferred to  a  waterspout  formed  among  them. 
During  the  day  it  would  have  attracted  little 
attention,  as  the  phenomenon  is  a  common 
one,  but  the  crew  ot  the  ship  were  suddenly 
confronted  at  night  by  a  literal  pillar  of  fire 
or  light  that  extended  upward  to  a  distance 
seemingly  of  one  thousand  feet  and  moved 
along  with  a  decided  bend.  It  emitted  a 
pale  yellow  light  that  stood  out  in  strong 
relief  against  the  black  night,  a  weird  and 
formidable  spectacle,  rushing  on  before  the 
wind. 
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An  English  naturalist,  wishing  to  astonish 
some  natives  in  a  wild  part  of  Asia  in  which 
he  was  travelling  and  impress  them  will) 
his  supernatural  powers,  secured  a  certain 
vine  known  as  Euphorbia  phosphorea,  and, 
rubbing  it  upon  a  big  rock,  caused  the  lat- 
ter to  gleam  Willi  flame  and  present  so  re- 
markable ii  spectacle  that  the  natives  ran, 
believing  that  he  had  set  the  rock  afire  by 
simply  touching  it.  The  naturalist  was 
aware  that  the  milky  juice  of  this  plant, 
thai  resembled  the  dandelion,  was  brilliant- 
ly phosphorescent,  In  the  Hans  moun- 
tains there  lias  been  fur  ages  a  cave  known 
as  the  haunted  cavern.  An  Englishman, 
traveling  in  the  vicinity  and  hearing  of  it, 
determined  to  investigate  the  mystery, 
After  a  long  climb  he  reached  the  cave.  No 
sooner  did  complete  darkness  set  in  than 
the  phantom  of  the  cave  appeared— -a  re- 
markable semblance  to  a  human  form,  with 
arms  outspread  outlined  against  the  gloom. 
Making  his  way  to  the  figure  that  had 
alarmed  so  many  wayfarers,  he  found  that 
it  wa>  a  plant  that  grew  upon  the  wall.  It 
was  the  well  known  phosphorescent  fungus, 
Rhizomospha  subterranea,  frequently  found 
in  caves,  and  familiar  to  miners.  Its  light 
is  often  so  vivid  that  people  have  read  by  it. 

These  curious  lights  are  not  found  in  the 
tropics  alone.  Some  years  ago  Mr.  Mor- 
rill, editor  of  the  Gardiner  (Me.)  Journal, 
wrote  me  that  he  had  observed  a  brilliant 
steady  light  in  his  garden  at  times,  totally 
unaccounted  for  by  mechanical  contrivance, 
and  which  upon  investigation,  proved  to  be 
the  phosphorescent  light  emitted  by  the 
young  ol  plant  Tianus  Sydtictts.  Perhaps 
the  must  startling  exhibition  was  observed 
several  years  ago  by  an  English  traveler  in 
Borneo.  Belated,  he  was  overtaken  by 
nigh!,  and  there  being  no  moon,  he  was 
fearful  of  losing  his  way,  when  as  the  dark- 
ness came  on,  singular  lights  appeared  here 
ami  there  in  the  bushes  and  by  the  road- 
side. Some  were  yellow  ;  others  burned, 
or  seemed  to,  with  a  bright  greenish  lute. 
As  it  grew  darker,  the  blaze  of  light  in- 
creased, and  finally  the  traveller  was  amazed 
to  find  that  he  was  passing  through  lines  of 
luminous  bush  which  emitted  light  so 
wondrously  brilliant  that  he  could  read  his 
newspaper  by  it  with  perfect  ease.  The 
principal  light-giving  plant,  mechanical  in 
its  growth  rather  than  botanic,  is  the  elec- 
tric light  plant,  thousands  of  which  are 
scattered  through  the  country.  The  fruit 
of  the  electric  light  plant  are  commonly 
known  as  electric  currents. 


THE  GUI  A  QUESTION.

Sir, — Complying  with  your  inviLation  I 
shall  endeavour  to  make  clear  where  and 
how  the  planter  benefits  by  the  proposed 
scheme,, which  explanation  I  would  gladly 
have  given  at  an  earlier  stage  in  this  discus- 
sion, had  you  suggested  it. 

The  commissario  pays  the  11%  duty  on 
account  of  the  planter,  debiting  the  amount 
in  account-sales  of  the  coffee,  and  crediting 
per  contra  the  approximate  market  value  of 
the  guia,  which  shows,  as  a  rule,  a.  loss  of 
from  30  to  40%.  By  the  projected  sys- 
tem the  discount  will  be  reduced  at  once  to 
10%,  and  when,  by  the  application  oi 
part  of  this  discount,  the  outlay  in  super- 
abundant guias  has  been  amortized,  the 
discount  will  be  further  reduced  to  5%. 
I  do  not  propose  to  dispute  that  the  pur- 
chaser may  pa)'  more  for  the  coffee  when 
he  buys  the  guias  cheaper.  What,  how- 
ever, is  very  certain  is  that  the  reduction 
effected  in  the  "cost  on  board"  by  the  dis- 
count on  the  guias  is  much  less  than  the 
discount  at  which  the  planter  gets  credited 
for  the  guias.  The  difference  is  shared  be- 
tween commissarios,  exporters,  and  middle- 
men, the  last  mentioned  class  getting  a 
handsome  share. 

It  is  notorious  that  a  few  substantial  for- 
tunes have  been  realized  in  this  business  • 
and  that  the  interested  parties  still  find  it 
profitable  is  proved  by  their  unbecoming 
reluctance  in  leaving  it. 

The  commissarios  profit  under  present 
system  is  to  a  certain  extent  legitimate,  be- 
cause, as  he  credits  the  guia  before  it  can 
be  sold,  he  has  to  deduct  enough  to  cover 
the  risk  of  all,  as  well  as  interest  on  his  out- 
lay, erring,  of  course,  as  a  rule,  on  the  safe 
side.  Besides  this  profit  he  gels  3%  com- 
mission on  the  sale  ot  the  guia,  which  he 
will  hardly  propose  to  charge  on  its  prompt 
liquidation  by  the  bank.  Still,  the  sacri- 
fice by  the  commissarios  of  these  profits  will 
probably  be  more  than  compensated  by  the 


placing  of  their  customers  on  such  Fin  im- 
proved footing  that  they  will  have  less  in- 
ducement to  sell  their  coffee  up  country,  or 
to  divert  it  to  Santos  and  Victoria,  when 
they  have  these  alternatives.  Probably  it  is 
in  view  of  these  comparisons  that  you  see 
the  advantage  to  the  commissario  in  the  pro- 
posed plan.  Its  advantages  to  the  planter 
be  in  the  substitution  of  the  various  inter- 
mediary profits  by  one  fixed  moderate  dis- 
count, to  be  eventually  further  reduced  and 
also  in  the  transfer  from  him  to  the  export- 
er of  a  large  portion  of  the  tax  at  present 
paid  directly  by  the  planter.  And,  of  course, 
an  indirect  tax,  besides  being  more  agree- 
able, is  also  less  certain  in  its  incidence. 

The  planters  have  not  been  slowto  recog- 
nise the  advantages  to  them  in  the  project, 
and,  as  you  know,  "mais  sabe  0  tolo  do  seu 
que  0  sabio  do  alheio." 

A  good,  useful  proverb  ! 

Let  it  stand  as  my  excuse  for  venturing  to 
call  in  question  one  or  two  of  your  deliver- 
ances anent  this  matter.

And  now,  will  Mr.  Newlands  permit  us 
another  question.  The  tax,  as  collected, 
is  really  a  tax  on  production,  for  it  covers 
the  coffee  consumed  in  this  capital  as  well 
as  that  exported.

:ited  ?  And  how  is  this  surplus  to  be 
withdrawn  ?  Besides  that,  is  it  proposed  to 
make  the  exporter  (poor  devil  !)  pay  the  tax 
on  this  local  consumption,  and  if  not,  how 
is  the  matter  to  he  adjusted  between  the 
planter  and  commissario  ? — Ed.  News.

THE  REVERSE  SIDE. 

It  is  doubtless  extremely  satisfactory  to 
the  promoters  of  the  Newlands-Pereira  de 
Sampain  scheme  to  receive  the  plaudits  of 
their  country  cousins,  the  fazendeiros. 
The\'  figure  too  as  good  advertisements  in 
the  "afedidos"  of  the  Jornal  do  Commcrcio. 
In  fact  the  scheme  is  undertaking  a  species 
of  propaganda  in  its  own  behalf, 

From  the  fazendeiros'  point  of  view  the 
aspect  of  the  prospectus  is  enticing,  is  meant 
to  be  enticing  ;  but,  if  they  have  not  for- 
gotten all  their  Latin,  "timeo  Danaos  et 
dona  ferentes."  The  project  in  itself  is  a 
great  reflection  on  the  government  of  this 
country.  Why  should  private  individuals 
have  any  such  right  as  that  of  collecting  a 
public  tax  ?  Why  should  they  be  able  to 
do  it  better  ? 

To  think  that  their  project  is  purely  phil- 
anthropic is  childish.  It  would  give  them 
very  great  power  which  would  be  felt  once 
the  monopoly  is  established.  The  purchase 
and  sale  ol  guias  would  be  on  the  basis  of 
the  "pauta,"  which  is  subject  to  a  change 
every  week.  The  adjustment  ot  this  "pauta" 
has  been  rather  a  sore  subject  for  years,  and 
if  the  guia  business,  the  most  important  tax 
of  the  republic  goes  in  to  private  hands,  there 
seems  just  a  suggestion  that  a  little  wire- 
pulling might  supervene  with  regard  to 
that  same  "pauta." 

Finally,  if  the  representatives  of  the  na- 
tion cannot  do  their  business  without  the 
help  of  private  enterprise,  in  heaven's  name 
let  the  bucolic  members  of  the  community 
send  down  men  who  can.  If  the  guia 
scheme  be  good  for  the  country,  why  not 
allow  another  syndicate  (foreign,  if  the  brio 
of  the  country  will  stand  that  also),  to  col- 
lect the  inward  duties  and  generally  look 
after  the  business  of  the  republic,  and  then 
the  ministers  and  worthy  representatives 
could  all  retire  to  their  respective  fazendas 
and  plant  coffee,  or  other  things.

CORNELL'S  LIBRARY. 

Cornell  University  library  has  just  secured  an- 
other  extensive  collection  of  boolcs,  this  time  on 
Sontlv  America.  It  was  gathered  mainly  during 
Ins  eight  years'  residence  in  Brazil  by  a  former 
Cornell  student,  Herbert  H.  Smith,  well  known  in 
the  scientific  world  as  an  explorer  and  an  ento- 
mological collector,  and  the  author  of  one  of  the 
best  modern  works  on  the  natural  and  sociological 
features  of  Brazil. 

The  collection  numbers  about  700  volumes  and 
Soo  pamphlets.  It  includes  such  important  sets  as 
Ihe  "Revisla  do  Institute  Historico  do  Brazil," 
"The  Revista  Brazifeira,"  and  the  "Annaes  do 
Bibliotiieca  Naotonal."  Works  of  travel  both 
early  and  recent  are  fully  represented,  and,  though 
llie  majority  of  the  books  deal  more  especially  with 
Brazil,  there  are  not  a  few  relating  to  Guiana  and 
Venezuela,  as,  for  instance,  Schoinburgk's  descrip- 
tion of  British  Guiana,  Dallon's  "History  of  Brit- 
ish Guiana,"  East wick'-s    "Venezuela,"    &.C     Tile  ' 


ANTIQUITY  OF  SOAP. 
Soap  is  not  a  modern  Invention.  It  is  twice  men- 
tioned in  the  Bible,  first  in  Jeremiah  and  again  in 
Malaohi.  History  tells  us  that  more  than  two 
thousand  years  ago  the  Gauls  manufactured  it  by 
combining  beech  tree  ashes  with  goa'l'  fat.  A  few 
years  ago  a  soap  boiler's  shop  was  discovered  in 
Pompeii,  having  been  buried  beneath  the  terrible 
rain  of  ashes  that  fell  upon  that  city  in  79  A.  D. 
The  soap  found  in  the  shop  had  no:  tost  all  of  its 
efficacy,  although  it  had  been  buried  1,800  years. 
At  the  lime  that  Pompeii  was  destroyed  the  soap- 
making  business  was  can  ied  on  in  several  ol  the 
Italian  cities.  Pliny  the  Elder  speaks  of  soap,  and 
says  that  because  its  price  was  so  high  many  sub- 
stitutes were  used,  among  them  a  kind  of  glutinous 
enrlli  and  fine  sand  mixed  in  the  juice  of  certain 
plant*  tint  made  lather.  As  early  as  ;ooA.  Di 
there  were  many  soap  factories  in  both  Italy  and 
Spain,  and  about  750  A,  D.  the  Phoenician!  intro- 
duced the  business  into  France,  the  first  factories 
being  established  at  Marseilles.  —  Philadelphia 
Times. 


TRANSPORT  A  TI  ON  A  ND  SOUTH 
AMERICA. 
The  bureau  of  statistics  Ins  issued  a  supplemen- 
tary volume  of  commercial  statistics,  showing  im- 
ports  and  exports  for  five  years.  Among  other 
tilings  shown  in  this  volume  it  is  interesting  to 
observe  that  in  the  fiscal  year  1895  a  steamer  clear- 
ed from  an  American  port  for  a  port  in  the  Argen- 
tine republic  a  little  oltener  than  once  in  ten  days, 
and  about  five  sailing  vessels  cleared  for  the  same 
ports  every  fortnight.  The  steam  and  sail  tonnage, 
domestic  and  foreign,  which  cleared  from  Ameri- 
can for  Argentine  ports,  increased  from  85,735  '" 
[S9I  to  155.420  in  1S95.  To  Brazil  two  steamers 
a  week  cleared,  an  increase  over  any  one  of  the 
four  previous  years,  and  the  total  tonnage  cleared 
from  American  for  Brnzdian  ports  in  1895  was 
269,601,  a  quantity  much  in  excess  of  ihe  year 
1S94  and  in  excess  of  the  other  lour  previous  years 
except  1892,  when  it  was  a  little  greaier  than  in 
1S95.  But  the  number  of  steamers  that  cleared  in 
1895  was  five  greater  than  ihe  number  in  1892. 
The  tonnage  cleared  for  Chilian  ports  was  greater 
in  1S95  than  in  1891  or  1894,  but  it  was  less  than 
in  1892  and  1893.  The  steamers  that  cleared  from 
American  far  Colombian  ports  on  the  Caribbean 
•ea  increased  from  more  than  two  a  week  in  1891 
to  more  than  five  a  week  in  1895,  and  the  tonnage, 
sail  and  steam,  domestic  and  foreign,  cleared  from 
American  for  Colombian  ports  on  the  Caribbean 
sea  increased  from  140,118  in  1891  to  220,394  in 
1S95.  The  tonnage  cleared  for  Venezuelan  ports 
has  shown  some  falling  off,  but  mostly  that  under 
foreign  flags.  The  American  steam  tonnage  clear- 
ed for  Venezuelan  ports  increased  from  less  than 
C0.000  in  1891  lomore  than  73,000111  1894,  but  in 
1895  fell  just  below  60,000  again. — A''.  Y.  Journal 
of  Commerce,  Apiil  17.

In  spile  of  this  10  percent,  depreciation  in  the 
currency  of  Brazil— with  which  we  are  paid  ex- 
clusively for  our  water,  and  partially  for  gas— we 
have  the  satisfaction  of  being  able  to  recommend 
you  a  5  per  cent,  dividend  instead  of  a  3  per  cent. 
for  the  previous  two  years,  and  the  broad  result  of 
the  year's  working  is  that,  after  payment  of  nil 
charges,  depreciation  and  exchange,  and  providing 
for  all  contingencies,  we  have  an  available  balance 
for  the  year  of  ^5i^3  7s-  IICh,  as  against  an 
available  balance  of  ^3,499  185.  6d.  in  the  previous 
year,  or  an  increase  of  ^2,164,  I  need  not  say 
nnv  more  than  this  to  show  you  the  reason  we  con- 
g'u'ulale  ourselves  on  the  improved  prosiieds  of 
tli"  company.  Oi  course  a  g  tier  cent,  dividend  is 
110'  a  7  per  cent,  dividend,  and  when  we  talk  about 
on*-  preferred  shares  as  being  preferred  7  per  cent, 
we  get  it  into  our  bends  that  we  shall  have  7  per 
cent.  For  many  years,  as  you  know,  we  did  pay 
7  per  cent,  to  both  preferred  and  deferred  shares, 
but  that,  of  course,  was  under  very  different  con- 
diiions,  and  no  one  could  have  dreamt  that  ever 
the  time  would  arrive  that  exchange  of  the  par 
value  of  2?d.  would  ever  drop  to  such  a  figure  as 
9I.  However,  it  is  almost  as  useless  as  "crying 
over  spilt  milk"  to  talk  about  what  might  have 
been,  and  what  the  prospects  of  this  company 
would  have  been  supposing  the  exchange  had 
been  al  anything  like  a  normal  rate.  However,  to 
give  you  a  rough  idea  of  what  it  would  have  been, 
wc  should  have  been  able  to  pay,  not  7  lo  our 
preferred  and  deferred  shareholders,  but  an  even 
larger  dividend,  to  have  created  a  formidable  re- 
serve (mid,  and  also  to  have  carried  on  further  ex- 
tensions without  appealing  to  you  for  further  ca- 
pital. When  I  addressed  you  last  year,  I  said  I 
was  not  going  to  do  anything  so  foolish  as  to  pro- 
phesy  about  exchange.  However,  this  year  I  think 
it  would  not  be  rash— having  consulted  with  those 
who  know  something  about  the  business— to  say 
that  the  prospects  are  in  favour  of  an  appreciable 
rise  in  the  exchange.  Of  course  that  will  improve 
our  prospects  very  much.  You-  will  see  from  our 
report  that  our  business  is  extending  very  satis, 
factordy.  I  will  now  refer  to  the  paragraph  as  to 
Mr.  lleyland's  visit  to  Santos,  and  how  it  ter- 
minated. Mr.  Heyland,  our  former  manager, 
went  with  instructions  to  obtain  a  revision  of  the 
contract  (or  the  supply  of  water,  and  he  endeavour- 
ed to  get  our  price  regulated  in  some  way  accord- 
ing 10  t!ie  rate  of  exchange,  Unfortunately  the 
state  of  things  which  existed  when  he  got  there 
was  such  that  the  camara,  for  one  reason  or  an- 
other, bacame  defunct,  and  did  not  sit,     The  gov- 


ernment U  very  anxious  about  the  sanitary  state  of 
.Santos,  As  you  all  know  Santos  is  the  seaport  of 
the  important  province  of  Han  Paulo,  through 
which  nil  exports  and  imports  pass,  and  you  all 
know  that  it  llfil  Had  A  notoriously  bad  name  for 
unhealtlnness,  and  no  wonder  con-idering  what 
the  place  used  10  be.  Now,  however,  since  the 
construction  oflt*  magnificent  sea-wall,  the  whole 
of  the  foreshore  has  been  constructed  into  an  em. 
bankment  almost  as  fine  as  our  own  Thames  em- 
bankment, and  all  the  mud  lias  disappeared.  I 
am  told  that  in  the  interior  of  ihe  province  of  Sail 
Paulo  there  is  coiisideialile  sickness.  Santos, 
bom  alt  nccnun's,  is  practically  the  heahhiest  place 
in  the  whole  province.  I  have  been  told  by  some 
Brazilian  merchants,  who  visit  all  the  ports,  that 
Santos  is  ihe  finest  port  011  each  coast  of  South 
America.  Now  we  nie  nil  interested  in  Santos, 
and  the  pm-peiity  nf  Santos  means  our  prosperity. 
The  government  are  naturally  anxious  to  complete 
the  work  they  have  undertaken  at  Santos  in  the 
way  of  quays  hy  a  Complete  and  efficient  system  of 
drainage.  The  position  of  offahs  is  this.  The 
drainage  has  be-n  undertaken  by  a  local  company, 
and  they  have  failed  in  their  undertaking,  and  the 
government  now  have  valued  and  taken  over  ihis 
drainage  works,  and  now  we  are  in  treaty  wilh 
ihem  that  we  should  supply  the  water  for  flushing 
and  cleansing  purposes,  We  wish  10  do  so  under 
a  direct  contract  with  the  governnieni,  in  addition 
to  the  contract,  with  the  eatmra.  You  will  readily 
understand  that  when  negotiations  are  on  foot  it  is 
better  not  to  enter  into  details;  suffice  it  to  say 
that  the  negotiations  are  in  the  hands  of  most 
competent  and  efficient  gentlemen,  and  we  are 
confidently  anticipating  a  successful  issue  in  due 
time.  In  addition  to  this  we  sent  out  an  eminent 
engineer  to  make  a  report,  and  I  may  say,  and  I 
speak  witli  emphasis  on  this  point,  Hint  we,  as  a 
company,  are  prepared,  and  shall  be  able  at  a  pro- 
per lime  to  raise  such  money  as  may  be  required 
to  do  all  that  is  rrqui.ed  by  the  government  for 
the  drainage  purposes  of  Santos,  in  addition  to  the 
house  lo  bouse  supply,  provided  we  obtain  from 
them  something  like  fair  an  equitable  rates  for  our 
water  supply.  We  are  in  a  position  to  render  this 
material  help  to  the  government  of  San  Paulo, 
which  is  anxious,  and  natirally  anxious,  and  rightly 
anxious,  to  place  San'os  in  a  state  of  as  perfect 
healthiness  as  possible.  It  is  the  very  gate  of  the 
province  ;  through  it  )ass  hundreds  of  thousands 
of  tons  of  exports  a  year,  of  a  yearly  value  of 
something  like  15  millions,  with  a  corresponding 
amount  of  imports.  We  can  help  them,  and  we 
will  help  them  to  do  this,  and  we  feel  sure  that 
with  this  assurance,  and  with  the  present  relations 
we  are  on  with  the  government  of  San  Paulo,  that 
when  the  time  comes,  we  shall  have  everything  ar- 
ranged. But  these  things  take  lime,  and  we  must 
have  patience. 


River  Plate  Items 

— At  ihe  last  general  meeting  of  the  subscribers 
to  the  British  Hospital  at  Buenos  Aires,  it  was 
shown  that  the  total  receipts  for  1895  were  $10,766 
gold  and  $85,388  paper,  while  ihe  expenditures 
were  $7,861  gold  and  ¥93,065  paper.  The  number 
of  patients  treated  in  the  hospital  was  1,191,  whose 
aggregate  residence  was  26,526  patient-days.  The 
average  cost  of  treatment  was  $4.45  paper  per 
patient.    The   number  of  out-patients  treated  was 

2,245' 

—It  is  a  source  of  perpetual  wonder  how  the 
municipality  contrives  to  get  along,  and  not  only 
so,  but  to  launch  out  into  increased  expenditure, 
although  its  credit  is  almost  nil,  and  its  arrears  are 
large.  Yet  it  is  well  to  remember  that  Buenos 
Aires  is  a  very  heavily  taxed  city.  We  read  in  a 
contemporary  that  Paris  is  the  only  other  great 
cay  which  is  more  heavily  taxed,  the  rates  being, 
Buenos  Aires,  64.24  francs  per  head,  Paris,  77.30. 
We  infer  alsx  that  as  various  of  our  taxes  are  not 
adjusted  wilh  reference  l<  the  quotation  of  gold,  a 
fall  in  the  i;old  premium  would  speedily  put  us  on 
a  level  with  Paris.  The  actual  debt  of  ihe  city 
amounts  to  226  francs  per  head,  a  ratio  only  ex- 
ceeded by  three  of  the  great  European  cities  ;  and 
here  again  the  currency  question  leaves  us  involved 
in  all  niitnn  er  of  difficulties  in  ihe  way  of  an  exact 
estimate.— Reviezo,  Buenos  Aires. 

— The  municipal  council  of  Rosario  lias  made  an 
offer,  wtih  a  view  lo  a  settlement  of  its  city  loan, 
which  has  now  been  so  long  in  default.  In  1893 
the  council  offered  to  pay  the  6  per  cent,  interest 
in  currency  up  to  1900,  when  the  service  would  be 
resumed  in  gold,  and  to  fund  ihe  overdue  coupons 
into  six  per  cent,  currency  bonds.  This  was  not 
particularly  liberal,  yet  it  was  nevertheless  ac- 
cepted by  the  bondholders  ;  but  was  never  carried 
out,  ihe  usual  revolution  intervening.  Now  the 
council  has  the  hardihood  to  pi opose  payment  to 
its  creditors  of  6  per  cent,  interest  in  currency  until 
1910,  and  lo  give  50  per  cent,  of  the  overdue 
coupons  iii  currency  bonds.  Of  course  the  proposal 
has  been  declined.  M.  Robert,  the  bondholders? 
agent  at  Buenos  Aires,  lias  been  so  instructed  by 
telegram.  In  view  of  the  improvement  in  ihe 
conditions  of  the  republic  it  would  be  absurd  to 
accept  worse  terms  than  Rosario  was  willing  to 
give  three  years  ago.  —Smith  American  Jam  ml, 
May  2. 

—  Afier  another  somewhat  lengthened  discus- 
sion, the  municipality  has  again  referred  to  a  sub- 
committee Ihe  question  of  leasing  part  of  ihe  Cliac- 
arita  to  a  syndicate,  whose  object  it  is  to  erect 
niches  suitable  for  the  tenancy  of  a  snperior  clasi 
of  corpses.  Out  of  this  they  no  doubt  hope  to 
make  a  handsome  profit.  The  Recoleta  is  un- 
comfortably crowded,  and  the  syndicate  would  pro- 
vide accommodation  for  those  who  do  not  care  to 
rub  shoulders  with  the  common  folk  in  the  bury- 
ing ground.  It  is  ralher  a  grim  business  to  em- 
bark on,  and  it  seems  peculiarly  one  which  the 
municipality  ought  to  keep  in  its  own  hands: 
moreover,  the  sanitary  aspect  of  the  question 
ought  not  to  be  overlooked.  If  we  cannot  have 
cremation,  earth  burial  seems  a  preferable  mode  of 
disposal  of  the  dead  to  interment  inniches.no 
matter  how  carefully  these  may  be  conslructed. 
Hut  here  again,  we  should  lie  no  better  off  in  the 
hands  of  the  municipality  Ihan  in  those  of  a  syndi- 
cate j  and  the  entrusting  of  such  work  to  a  syndi- 
cate or  company  is  by  no  means  an  innovation.—

It  is  announced  that  a  definite  offer  has 
lately  been  made  for,  the  purchase  of  the 
Leopoldina  railway.  Let  us  hope  that  ti 
will  be  accepted.  The  price  offered  is  a 
large  one,  and  it  may  be  doubted  that  the 
properly,  in  its  present  neglected  and  dis- 
organized condition,  is  wotth  the  money, 
but  as  the  lines  forming  this  .system  cover  a 
large  area  of  settled  country  and  can  com- 
mand a  large  traffic,  it  may  be  considered 
certain  that  the  railway  can  easily  be  brought 
up  to  that  value  under  good  management. 
When  we  see  how  adversely  the  Central  and 
Leopoldina  lines  are  affecting  the  trade  of 
this  port,  we  may  be  freely  excused  for 
indulging  the  wish  that  the  sale  may  be 
effected  and  the  transfer  made  al  once. 


The  proposal  credited  to  Deputy  Gly- 
ceric) to  have  all  items  removed  from  the 
national  budget  which  properly  belong  to 
the  states  and  municipalities,  is  attracting 
considerable  attention,  and  one  of  our 
morning  contemporaries  lias  already  point- 
ed out  items  to  an  aggregate  ol  sixty-five 
thousand  contos  which  could  be  treated  in 
this  manner.  We  have  already  discussed 
.  some  of  the  items,  such  as  that  of  "public 
lands  and  colonization,"  which  no  longer 
have  any  justification  in  the  national  bud 
get,  and  are  therefore  much  gratified  to  see 
the  subject  taken  up  in  quarters  where  it 
can  lead  to  practical  results.  We  must  say 
however,  that  we  have  very  little  faith  in 
Deputy  Glycerio's  sincerity,  and  we  very 
much  doubt  that  the  representatives  from 
the  poorer  states  will  be  willing  to  remove 
their  hands  from  the  national  treasury. 
Then,  too,  some  of  the  proposed  transfers, 
such  as  the  gas,  water  and  drainage  works 
of  this  capital,  ought  to  be  accompanied  by 
considerable  supplementary  legislation,  and 
for  that  there  is  absolutely  no  hope.  A 
legislative  body  which  lakes  a  month  to  or- 
ganize, is  not  a  fit  medium  for  timely  and 
well-considered  legislation.  The  general 
purpose,  however,  is  wise  and  urgent,  and 
if  it  leads  to  the  suspension  of  only  a  part  of 
the  items  suggested  it  will  result  in  certain 
benefit  to  the  country. 


Recent  street  disturbances,  particularly 
that  of  last  Sunday  night,  will  perhaps 
again  call  attention  to  the  nece«ity  of  pro- 
viding against  their  recurrence.  Although 
they  have  been  frequent  for  a  long  time 
past,  nothing  practical  has  been  done  to  re- 
press them.  And  yet  much  of  the  crime 
and  disorder  in  this  city  is  due  to  soldiers 
and  to  their  rivalries.  When  it  is  consider- 
ed that  these  men  are  invested  with  certain 
privileges  and  are  generally  armed,  it  must 
be  apparent  that  any  considerable  body  of 
them  in  a  city  must  be  a  source  of  constant 
danger.  They  are  not  tried  and  punished 
in  the  ordinary  courts,  and  they  are  often 
excused  for  conduct  which  would  send  the 
civilian  to  the  lock-up.  All  this,  in  our 
opinion,  is  a  standing  menace  to  good  order 


MAY  l6.— Senate.— -Ilaraodo  Ladario,  at  his  ur- 
gent lequcjt,  was  excused  from  serving  on  the 
marine  anil  war  committee,  and  Senator  Wandcn- 
kolk  wns  appointed  in  Ins  stead.

Sena- 
tor Coelho  Rodrigues  said  lliat  he  was  not  stir- 
rised  at  the  attitude  of  the  senator  who  had  pre- 
eded  him  on  the  floor,  since  one  of  the  latlcr's 
SOUS  had  taken  part  in  those  occurrences.  He 
thought,  however,  that  it  would  lie  heller  to  wait 
until  after  the  result  of  the  investigation,  for  which 
the  faculty  of  the  school  had  asked,  should  be 
made  public,  Senator  Virgilio  Dama-io  said  that 
he  was  unable  to  conjecture  why  ihe  senator  for 
Parana  had  offered  tlte  motion.

May  20.— Senate.— The  bill  on  military  honors 
was  impugned  by  Senaiois  Virgilio  Damasio,  Gil 
Goulart  and  Francisco  Machado  and  defended  by 
its  author,  Senator  Coellio  Rodrignes,  who  assert- 
ed Hint  the  granting  of  military  honors  to  civilians 
is  unconstitutional.  The  bill  on  the  criminal  code 
of  ihe  army  passed  in  first  discussion.  The  senate 
attain  declined  to  accede  to  the  request  of  Senator 
Wandenkolk  to  be  excused  f torn  serving  on  the 
marine  ami  war  committee. 

May  21.— Senate.—  The  senate  in  secret  session 
confirmed  diplomatic  appointments  and  changes 
made  by  the  President.  It  afterwards  proceeded 
to  discuss  alterations  in  the  rules  recommended  hy 
the  chair.  One  of  these  alterations  authorises  the 
senate  lo  propose  to  the  chamber  of  deputies  joint 
action  of  the  budget  committees  of  the  two  houses 
in  the  final  siage  of  preparing  the  budget.  An- 
oiher  relates  to  requests  lor  information  to  be  fur- 
lushed  by  the  government  and  establishes  the  fol- 
lowing process  :—  The  senator  requiring  informa- 
tion will  apply  to  the  chair  who  will  proceed  to  ob- 
tain the  information  from  the  government  without 
consulting  the  senate,  unless  lie  deems  it  advisable 
to  do  so.  Committees  may  demand  ihe  attendance 
of  persons  from  whom  they  desire  information.  If 
at  the  end  of  30  days  the  information  require  1  has 
not  been  given,  or  is  incomplete,  or  if  persons  re- 
quired to  appear  before  a  committee  should  fail 
within  that  time  to  attend,  the  senate  mav,_  at  ihe 
request  of  any  five  senator*,  or  of  the  majotiiy  of 
any  committee,  order  an  investigation  of  Ihe  matter 
with  the  view  of  taking  legal  steps  to  remove  the 
obstacles  to  ihe  exercise  of  its  constitutional  pow- 
ers.—  Chamber  of  Deputies.—  For  want  of  aquorum 
this  chandler  was  unable  to  elect  its  standing  com- 
mittees.

—  A  telegram  of  the  2 1st  inst.  from  Bahia  says 
dial  the  American  schooner  William  Ilukkings.

has  been  stranded  on  the  southern  coast  of  that 
state  hetweeni  H.irreiras  and  Cahy. 

—  The  Commcrcio  de  S.  Paulo  says  that  a  phar- 
macist up  (here,  who  is  devotedly  attached  to  his 
profession,  has  baptized  three  daughters  with  ihe 
names  of  Mo r phi n a,  Antepyrina  and  Cocaina,  The 
young  man  who  wants  one  of  ihose  daughters 
should  apply  10  some   physician  for  a  prescription. 

—  A  letter  from  Franca,  S.  Paulo,  states  that  on 
the  night  of  the  I2lli  inst.  a  larije  crowd  headed  by 
the  police  deleg.ile  made  a  demons t ration  against 
Ihe  district  judge,  firing  rockets  into  his  house  and 
saluting  him  with  jeers  and  hisses.  As  it  is  impos- 
sible to  classily  this  as  ordem,  perhaps  it  is  expected 
that  we  should  call  \l progresso. 

— Tt  is  reported  the  new  chief  of  police  of  Sao 
Paulo  intends  to  thoroughly  reorganize  the  police 
force,  and  lo  withdraw  the  revolvers  with  which 
they  are  armed.  This  is  a  very  goodslep;  the 
revolver  in  the  hands  of  the  average  policeman  is 
a  source  of  constant  danger  to  the  public,  while  it 
is  ol  very  little  use  in  the  preservation  of  order. 

—A  law  is  good  until  some  influential  party 
wants  to  break  it.  On  Ihe  IQlh  the  senate  of  the 
Sao  Paulo  assembly  passed  the  bill  in  third  reading 
permitting  the  appointment  of  judges  lo  ihe  office 
of  chief  of  police.  It  was  prohibited,  but  the  new 
governor  wanled  to  appoint  Judge  Xavier  Toledo 
as  his  chief  of  police,  and  ihe  law  is  promptly 
changed. 

—As  an  illustration  of  the  absurd  claims  made 
in  some  parts  of  the  country  as  to  the  extreme  old 
age  of  residents,  we  may  mention  that  the  news- 
paper Bahia  claims  that  a  certain  D.  Joaquina 
Lado  da  Rocha  recently  died  at  the  age  of  223 
yeais !  As  a  rule,  no  one  knows  or  cares  to  verify 
these  statements,  and  but  few  really  appreciate  the 
value  ol  figures. 

—  For  reasons  not  staled  the  police  force 
stationed  at  Ilapira,  S.  Paulo,  became  discontented 
and  resolved  lo  leave.  The  authorities  at  the  head 
of  a  posse  of  citizens  endeavored  lo  prevent  Ibis 
and  there  ensued  a  fight,  in  which  two  cilizens  and 
one  policeman  were  wounded.  The  policemen 
were  arrested  with  the  exception  of  one,  an  Italian, 
who  succeeded  in  making  his  escape. 

—  It  will  be  remembered  that  when  the  first  an- 
nouncements we're  made  of  the  existence  ol  yellow 
fever  in  Campinas,  indignant  denials  were  at  once 
made.  The  officials  are  now  admitting  the  ex- 
istence of  the  disease  long  before  it  was  announced. 
Acording  to  a  recent  report  of  the  intendant,  there 
were  14  cases  reported  and  4  deaths  in  January, 
163  cases  and  54  deaths  in  February,  and  059  cases 
and  350  deaths  in  March. 


—It  is  repotted  that  a  conflict  has  he< 
Manlma^ii,  an  interior  town  of  Minas  ueraes, 
since  the  nth  Inst.,  between  two  local  chiefs. 
Two  residents  reported  on  Ihe  iSlh  that  several 
had  already  been  killed  and  wounded.  It  appears 
ih.u  a  man  named  Costa  Mattes  had  been  appointed 
police  delegado,  and  he  at  once  proceeded  to 
disarm  an  employe  of  a  man  named  Serafnn.  lie 
also  gave  the  employe  a  healing.  Serafim  then 
opened  fire  0:1  Ihe  assailants,  anil  the  light  began. 
Ifsonvof  these  petty  tyrants  could  be  j.  wished 
|or  their  aggressions,  then  we  might  expect  better 
thin,  s  from  the  interior. 

—  A  liahia  telegram  oi  the  23rd  inst.  states  that 
in  the  early  morning  of  the'  17th  inst.,  So  clavino- 
leiros  belonging  10  the  band  of  Ileleodoro  Ribeiro 
entered  the  town  of  Leneoes,  and  attacked  ihe 
house  of  Senator  Felisberto  de  Sa,  who  With  his 
son  succeeded  111  effecting  his  escape  lliiuughthe 
back.  The  assailants  then  sacked  the  house,  taking 
posses-ion  of  tin:  portable  property  and  destroying 
the  furniture,  ami  were  about  lo  set  tire  to  the 
budding  ti  hen  they  were  attacked  by  ihe  cilizens. 
Tiny  relicated,  pursued  by  the  laiier,  and  it  is 
thought,  says  the  telegram,  that  they  were  overta- 
ken and  a  number  of  them  killed,  l't  is  staled  that 
in  Ihe  town  their  were  killed  ij  persons,  including 
3  children.  A  1  oer  telegram  says  that  the  whole 
number  ol  the  ki  led  is  estimated  at  30.  I'.y  order 
of  the  governor  of  ihe  state  tgo  policemen  have 
set  out  from  the  stale  capital  for  Lenc5cs. 

—  According  to  a  Bahia  telegram  of  the  l8lh, 
advices  from  the  interior  of  that  stale  report  a  large 
body  of  maraudeis  and  cutthroats  on  the  march  to 
assault  and  sack  the  town  ol  Leneoes.  They  are 
under  the  command  of  the  celebrated  bandit  Can- 
dido  Jose  Monlalvao,  and  iheir  principal  object  is 
the  assassination  of  Col.  Felisberto  Augusto  de  S.i 
and  Dr.  Finncisco  Caribe.  The  state  authorities 
had  sent  a  force  of  200  policemen  to  Leneoes  to 
meet  the  bandits,  and  a  bloody  fight  is  anticipated. 
A  subsequent  telegram,  dated  ihe  2ist,  says  that 
the  anticipated  attack  actually  occutiedon  the  17th, 
that  many  persons  had  been  killed  and  wounded, 
and  thai  the  resilience  of  Col.  Felisberto  was  taken 
hy  surprise.  U  is  believed  that  Col.  Felisberto  as- 
sassinated. These  bandit  forays  in  the  interior  ol 
liahia,  Pemambuco  and  Minas  Geraes  do  not 
speak  well  foi  the  governments  of  those  stales.

It  is 
to  be  hoped,  however,  that  the  attitude  of  the  fed- 
eralists may  not  fail  to  duly  immess  other  Brazil- 
ians, whose  interest  in  ihe  welfine  of  their  country 
should  lead  them  to  lake  steps,  in  i  he  event  of  an- 
other war,  unfortunately  not  improbable,  to  pre- 
vent the  soldiers  and  money  of  the  whole  of  lira- 
zil  from  being  used  to  hold  Caslilhosin  office. 

A  Pelotas  telegram  of  the  18  h  inst,  says  that  oil 
the  15th  the  federalists  held  a  meeting  and  decide  1 
to  present  candidates  at  the  municipal  elections. 
At  Jaguaiao  they  have  chosen  their  local  executive 
committee. 

At  Porto  Alegre  the  number  of  opposition  voters 
that  have  registered  is  said  to  be  large. 

The  leaders  of  the  autonomist  parly,  who  have 
recently  been  very  active,  will,  it  is  stated,  shortly 
issue  a  manifesto  recommending  the  union  of  all 
the  opposition  parties.

-The  1S95  dividend  of  the  Natal   a  Nova  Cruz 
railway  has  been  declared  at  the  rale  of  5  per  cent 
after  selling  aside  /i  1,800  for   the  redemption  of 
debentures,  and  .£1,309  10s.

Ihe  traffic  of  the  load  is  said  to  be  increasing. 

—The  directors  of  the  Dona  Theresa  Christina 
railway  have  declared  an  interim  dividend  on  the 
preferred  shares  of  the  company  for  the  six  months 
ended  December  31  last  of  4s.  per  share,  being  at 
the  rate  of  2  per  cent,  per  annum,  less  income-tax.
